The imports to this busy mercantile com- 
munity are inferior spirits, log-wood and 
Brazil wood, which leave in the form of 
choice French, Spanish ancl Portuguese 
wines, with the aid of sugar, vinegar, and 
other chemical admixtuie. To thu mor- 
dants of Cette, it matters not thai the 
grape vine fails; or, rather, it does matter 
—for their wine rises in price, nnd the fail- 
ure ofthe grape does not a fleet the price of 
bad v.'hiskuy, log-wood, &c., the increased 
price c.ftiicir wine is a perfect windfall to 
them.
